ecarcely say that we had already heard not a little of 
Edmonton and when I say Edmonton I mean the 
two Edmontors because of course to those in the 
outside world Sout. and North Edmonton are to @ 
certain extent combined. Just as is the case with 
the city in Scotland from w hence I come, Aberdeen, 
which is in reality two places Old and New Aberdeen, 
but to the general public they are one and the same 
place. Still of course 1 observe that here you have for 
the present two distinct communities. Now I wish to 
say again that the iuformation you here give of the 
resources, the prospects and capabilities of the dis- 
trict is certainly of a most ¢ neouraginug character. 
(applause). 1 have already heard of some of these 
resources which you describe in such a distinct and 
definite manuer.

further full development. I am giad to hear that 
there is a prospect at 10 Very distant date of your 
securing at least a read traffic bridge. (applause) It 
is difficult to believe that that improvement will be 
very long delayed. Iovly hope it will be the pre-

“ thing comes to him who kuows how to wait’ and 
the other is. “‘Nething succeeds like success.” You 
will casily understand the application of such an 
adage as either ofthese. The reputation of a piace 
as a successfulone draws to it past enterprise and 
business, while the ability to exercise a certain 
amount of paticace is in itself not only sometimes a 
necessity but a guarantee of further developwent 
and well being because it is an indication of that 
energy and robust determination which has done so 
much already to make this country what it is and 
which is the best plecge of further and fature success 
and prosperity. (loud applause). 

It is a cause of regret to me Mr. Mayor that we are 
not accompanied on this occasion by our two child- 
ren who are with us on this tour. I venture to allude 
this circumstance because the mayor was good 
enough to tell me that some friends here to-night 
had hoped that they would be present, (applause). 
The le which we have seen would have been a 
vreat delight to them. Indirectly our little daughter 

e is the means of bringing us in contact with 
many of the homes of Caaada, in this way that she is 
the editor, assisted by her mother, of a Childrens 
magazine called ‘Wee Willie Winkle.” («pplause), 
1 hope Lady Marjorie will be able to carry on that 
magazine in a wanner which will be satisfactory to 
those young Canadians who will perhaps from time 
ts time cummmunicate with her and thus keep us 
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that department the fact that coal exists 
we can further realize the comprehensive- 
ness and variety of your resources , and in acdition 
the walis of this hall are I observe adorned with 
maguificent specimens of what may be cailed the 
original industry of these regions. (applause). This 
Mr. Major has for us the double advantage of being 
a loyal and kindly manifestation and also one furnish- 
ing practical information relative to subjects with 
which itis not only a pieasure buta duty for us to 
become acquainted. (applause). I observe that it 
alludes to the pride which all true Canadians feel in 
their country. That is more than a mere pleasing 
statement— it isa practical element, because it is the 
foundation of orat any rate largely promotes that 
confidence and energy without which even the most 
favcured land cannot remain worthy of its name and 
its capabilities, and in replying to this address I only 
wish to remark that it is a cause of regret to us that 
the brevity of our visit will prevent us from seeing 
more of the institutions of your town and district.

more one appreciates the care and efforts bestowed 
on this all important subject. I think we must all 
fee} more and more that education must be regarded 
as including not only instruction in book learning, 
but also that the elements of training, of discipline 
and the education of courteous manners and so forth 
is alsoto be kept in view. (loud applause). I believe 
it ig sometimes supposed that in a country proud, 
and justly proud, uot only of its loyalty but of its 
independence of spirit and its thoroughly democratic 
jnsticutions,there may sometimes bea tendency to for- 
get—especially as regards young people—that this 
independence of spirit—this democratic footing is 
perfcetiy consistent with that politeness and court- 
esy of manner and demeanor which distingui-hes 
true ventlenen,and therefore it is asatisfaction when 
we have reason to believe that the teachers in our 
schools recognize this element as well as the other 
comprehensive features of education. (loud applause) 


I hope that the schoo! authorities will not think it 
out of place that the children should have some small 
reminder of a Visit so interesting to us; that is that 
the children attending allthe schools may have a 
whole holiday. Certainly the boy side of the youth- 
ful population did their part as torch bearers in the 
procession on both sides of the river, and I wish 
ay«in to express our thanks for that demonstration 
and for the impressiye display afforded by it. 
(applause). I think those who designed that parti- 
cular form of welcome and greeting have every 
reason to be satisfied with the succcss of the scheme 
and I think that’ the pubhe gencrally must have 
shared in the pleasure which your guests experienced 
from the spectacle thus presented. (applause) 

Before sitting down I may be permitted to say that 
apartfrom the pleasure which this demonstration of 
welcome and Joyal feeling affords it will be certainly 
a cause of satisfaction and a privilege to me on the 
first occasion that I have an opportunity of sending a 
communication to Her Most Gracious Majesty to 
refer especially to this the first yistt ever made by 
her Official Representative to the city and district of 
Edmonten. (continu:d applause).

Ail who are connected with Scotland and all who 
know anything about Scotch pecpie will ungerstand 
suwethiug of the hearty appreciation with which we 
welcome this kindly manifestation from our feilow 
countrymen, (applause). But lest tbere should be 
any apprehension on the part of those who are not 
Scotch or who are not in the most favorable posijion 
to endure 2 long speech—(laughter). lest there 
should be any musgiving on their part that my feel- 
ings may run aWay with me, I may at once gay that 1 
shall endeavor tobe on my gaurd and to display 
caution in that respect. Of course ij this were St 
Andrews Day or Halloween it might be impossible to 
restrain myself (laughter). because those are oecasions 
on which Scotchmen let off steam, with the result 
that auring the rest of the year we are tolerably 
modest and quict. (laughter) But though we are 
said to have and claim to nave “hard heads” I hope 
we have not hard hearts, more especialiy in regard 
to the interchange « f greetings and good fellowship 
particularly regarding the land of our origin, (ap- 
plause) This address refers to the fact that Seotch- 
wen have shown a certain amount of penetration in 
a double sense, that is to say,not only in the sense of 
shrewdness, but peretration also in finding out the 
places for settlement, aod therefore it is not wonder- 
ful thatwe find many Sevotchmen in and about Ed- 
monton. (applause). Reference is made here also 
to the fact that though Scotchmen may change their 
place of resigence they do net change their minds in 
regard to their attachment and affection for the 
Motherlaud. (applause). Let me remind you that 
though you have changed your resigence you have 
not chauged your flag or allegiance—you have only 
transferred yourselves from one part of the Empire to 
another and while ever carrying with you an inspirit- 
ing remeruberance of Scotland and ef the significant 
part she has played in the history of the world, take 
your part in helping forward the development of 
of this great and new country. (appl«use). 

It may have occurred to some that it would have 
been better for the audience if 1 could have conden-

“it—I wish all ministers ware blin.” (roars of laugh- 
ter). 1 think that you won’t go as faras that 
(laughter). but I prefer to speak to you “* out of the 
fullness of the hart,” (applause) though this is per- 
haps not favorable to elaborate oratory. I again de- 
sire to express my thanks and that of Lady Aberdeen 
for this kindly greeting and as this is positively my 
last appearance this evening [ beg to say that I ap- 
preciate all the arrangements which have been so 
excellently made for our reception. Of course I 
speak first from the official point-of view as to the 
manifestation of loyalty and public spirit evinced, 
but none the less do I recoguize the personal element 
which has been so skillfully and kindly introduced.

EXPLORATIONS AT JASPER PASS. 

Mr. Geo. Purches, Harry Authony and B. Wilson, 
returned from their expcdition to the Jasper pass on 
Thursday last, bringing with them specimens of gold 
quarts, mica and ores discovered in the Rocky moun- 
tains. 

The party left Edmonton on August the 4th. and 
reached the Lake of the Isles, or, as it is called by 
the Cree Indtaus, ‘* Spotted lake’ on the 9th. Here 
Pierre Grey, Isadore Findley and Donald McDunald 
have taken up land and erected houses in a good sec- 
tion of open country that has a southerly aspect. No 
crops have so far been planted; but next vear they 
will engage in agriculture. For the next few days 
the weather was very warm, several creeks had to be 
forded; but despite these little obstacies, 26 miles 
were made ina day. On the 14th they crossed the 
Pemina aivide and first came in sight of the distant 
Rockies. Before evening, they were at Wolf creek 
where camp was made, and where game, the ruffed 
grouse and spruce partridge, were shot for the even- 
ing meal. 

The following day an early start was made; but 
before going very far the hurses were mired in the 
muskeys. These muskegs were a considerable source 
of trouble throughout the greater part of the journey 
butin this instance some of the places had to be 
bridged in order to let the party pass. On camping 
for the night, they fared on short cake, i. e. the cook 
did not take long to make it. 

The next day the party were favored with good 
vravelling uutil near mid-day when another muskeg 
was encountered. At 6. p, m. they had reachea 
White Mud where a halt was made. Here Gurdon- 
Cumming has a small storehouse or trading post. 
Twelve miics from here, andjon the following morn- 
ing the party came across a deserted medicine lodge 
ot the Saultaux Indians, erected in honor of the 
Thunder God, and in which their feast and dance 
had been held. This lodge was built of large poles 
somewhat after the style of a tepee, and in circum- 
ference would enclose about } of an acre of ground, 

The country now began to change. The soil be- 
came mure sandy and stony and the undulating 
surface wore marked. They were in what might be 
termed the Foot hills; but so imperceptible and grad- 
ual is the rise, that thes hardly appear to be huiils at 
all. Muskegs are encountered buth on the high and 
the low land Smail willows and, spruce trees are 
everywhere present and the ground i, covered with 
many varieties of brush. Smoky weather character~ 
ized the wext two days of travel, and from = what 
couid be learned from two Indians who had come 
from Smoky river, the baze was due to a big bush 
fire south of the Athabasca tiver._ 

After resting on Sunday, a day’s travel brought 
the party to Prairie creek, a little mountain stream in 
which there,were some exceilent speckled and doli- 
garden trout. Some of the latter averaged 24ibs. 
each, Here the beayeris not = extinct, two hav- 
ing been caught there during this summer. 

The next day, August 24th. the axes were brought 
out and the first chopping was done. Travelling 
was very bad, 80 bad iu fact, that on the following 
day only three miles was made before noon, The 
horse's backs showed evident signs of the hard journ- 
ey aud the men were fatigued with the labour of the 
day. In many places the timber Jay so thick that it 
was more couveuient to waik alony the fallen timber 
than attempt to walk on the .grourd. 

On the following evening, after crossing a mile of 
iwuskeg, the party made their eatrance to the Kock- 
ies and camped near Fiddle creek, the wintering 
post of the Mackenzie survey party, Here the party 
were Compelied to stay for five days owing to the 
high water in the Athabasca river, which, by the oid- 
est inhabitant was said to be mgoer than kuown be- 
fore, Rain beganto fall, and before morning tne 
tops of the mountains were covered with snow. 
Here, on the slopes «f the mountains are the big horn 
sheep, which are very difficult to get near, and are 
usually shot by the Indians who secrete themselves 
in the heights aoove the small alkal licks to which 
the sheep make frequent visits. Tncse sheep live in 
the most inaccessible part of the mounsains and often 
jet themselves down perpendicular places several 
teet by dropping on their heads, the hard skull and 
peculiar curve of the horns giving them a natural 
turn overand breaking the fall. For this reason, 
the outer curve of the hora in old sheep is usuaily 
flatiened ur broken. 

After crossing the Athabasca river, camp was made 
at Jasper House. Harry Autnony here ieft with J. 
Gravam, a freighter who had taken out supplies for 
Mr. Carruthers and varty, for the Tete Jaune cache. 
Mr. Purches and Bea Wilson accumpanied them 
for three days. 

On Sept. 10th. the two parties separated. Harry 
Anthony and J. Grabam left for the Tete Janne 
and Geo. Purches and Ben Wilson returned to their 
former camp. On arrival there, they found that in 
their absence, Mr. Carrathers, Mr. Broome and Nr. 
Lilbeck had pitched camp there. A tepee was put up 
and fraternal greetings with the new arriv ex: 
changed. 

Mr. Carruthers aud party left the following day.

Purches and Wilson reached the 
cnd of Noyes’ trail where it meets the government
